diers. with General Alexander© Peso, 
j chief of Reyes' staff when he 
was 
minister of war andor General Diaz, 
arf Pmaiding officer. 
General 
Pezo 
has long been chief magistrate of Cie 
military court and boars an excel­ 
lent reputation for adm inistering ex­ 
act justice. 
Although he has retired from the 
army, General Reyes was entitled in ­ 
lier military usage to receive honor 
from the army as though in active 
service. On the other hand, as a re­ 
tired officer he is liable to punish­ 
ment by a military court for offenses 
committed against the army. His of­ 
fense consisted in calling upon the 
army to rise in rebellion.
